When the selection was made, lie j irk­ 
ed u p a park, shu ffled it carelessly, and 
walking ov er to the wall threw I lie 
cards at a pictu re. They fell in a show­ 
er to the floor. 
“ Tu rn the back of the pictu re ou t­ 
w a rd ,” said Mr. Arnold. 
When this 
was done, a card was seen sticking in a 
crack in the back of the frame. 
It was 
the jack of spades. 
“ That, sir, is the 
card you had in ntind. ” 
Mr. 
Yarnal! aeknow¡edged that it 
was, and the crowd was conv u lsed. 
Again, a member of the company was 
asked to take a card in his mind. 
Fou r 
others were asked to take cards at ran­ 
dom from the pack and remember the 
nu merical v alu e of the card. 
The spec­ 
tator who drew the first card was told 
to write t he nu mber on a sheet of paper. 
The second man wrote the nu mber of 
his card in a separate corner. The third 
man placed his , nu mber u nder tin 
sec­ 
ond one and added the two together, af­ 
fix ing the resu lt to the first nu mber. The 
fou rth man affix ed the nu mber of his 
card to the other two nu mbers. The re­ 
su lt was 374. 
“ N ow ,” said Mr Arnold, “ will two 
gentlemen accompany me to t In* library, 
each of them holding one of my hands. 
A third can come along to see fair play. ” 
The}’ retu rned bringing a book. “ Tu rn 
to page 37 4,” ordered the entertainer 
The book was opened at the page indi­ 
cated, and a card was fou nd. It was the 
deu ce of spades. 
“ That is you r card,” 
i-aid Mr. Arnold to t Jit * gentleman ho 
had asked to make a selection. 
The statement was correct. 
The most remarkable trick of all was 
the last. 
Captain Walton, president of 
the American Whist Players leagu e, 
was asked to draw a card from the 
pack, rnplaoing if and keeping the card 
in his mind. 
Mr. Arnold took an egg, 
selecting one at random from a half 
dozen, and broke i* into a tu mbler. He 
showed first that neither the shell nor 
the inner skin of the egg had been bro­ 
ken. 
No card was concealed u p his 
sleev e or anywhere abou t his person. 
When the egg '\as broken, a card was 
seen in tie* tu mbler, cru mpled u p and 
cov ered with tin* yolk of the egg. 
Drawing it ou t, Mr. Arnold asked, 
“ W hat card did you draw, Captain 
Walton?” 
“ The q m en of clu bs. ” 
“ There it is. ” The pu ck was search­ 
ed and that particu lar card fou nd miss­ 
ing 
Althou gh an ex pert on cards, Mr. Ar 
nohl nev er played a game for a stake in 
Ju s life 
“ I cou ld make a fortu ne as a 
gambler,” said he, “ for 
1 can deal a 
man any hand 
1 choose, bu t 1 wou ldn’t 
dare to play ou t in ou r w e- ern cou ntry, 
for 1 wou ld be shot su re as fate.
